It is obvious that not all the technical features of claims 1-7 are disclosed by Dl or D2 ,thus claims 1-7 have novelty under PCT 
Article 33(2). 
3. INVENTIVE STEP: 

Dl discloses not a high strength discharge lamp for vehicles but a metal-halide type discharge lamp, because the trigger voltage of 
the metal-halide type discharge lamp is different from the high strength discharge lamp for vehicles. 
The technical features of claims 1-7 adapt to the trigger voltage of the high strength discharge lamp for vehicles. 
Claims 1-7 are not obvious to a person skilled on the basis of Dl or D2 or their combination, thus they have inventive step under 
PCT Article 33(3). 
4> INDUSTRIAL APPLICABILITY:
